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THE JONES LAW 


There has been much discussion of 


the Jones act under which heavier 
penalties are provided for violation of 
the eighteenth amendment. Criticisms 
of the law are voiced by sthose who 
wish to see the bootlegger and rum- 
runner immune from all consequences , 
save occasional fines. They believe-fliat 
the bootlegger and 
rumrunner and 


their rights are superior to the consti- 
tution and laws of the land and the 
rights of society. They clothe the boot- 
legger, and rumrunner in 
a- sort 'of 


mantle superior to government itself. 
They insist on protecting them at all 
hazards. 
From this viewpoint, it is 


wrong to send them .to prison, not- 
withstanding they are defying the con- 
stitution of the United States, as de- 
termined by the people and ratified by 
the several states. 


: 
We are not speaking of minor of- 


fenders, those who make a little home 
brew or have liquor in their posses- 


• sion; we are speaking only of the ma- 
1 jor violators, those wlio are engaged 


in a business running into the -hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars in armed 
defiance of (law and-order-and 
who 


} are as'ready'to shoot as any gangster. 


We muSt confess that we cannot see 


the' logic -of those who denounce the 


' Jones bill because of its drastic provi- 


sions. In the first place, the Jones act 
iriakes no change in the penalties for 
furnishing or possessing liquor. 
It 


raises the penalty on-manufacture, scll- 


• ing, transporting, importing and ex— 
. porting. It strikes at'the-heart of the 


unlawful liquor traffic and is aimed to 


• control or punish only those engaged 


in it -for commercial purposes in con- 
tempt of federal power. There is un-j 


". doubtedly a wide misconception of the 


act and the purposes it is designed to 
serve. Furthermore, the powers it gives 
the courts in enforcing the act are dis- 
cretionary. 
Although the penalties 


cover,only the most serious liquor of- 


' fenses, judges may ameliorate the pun- 


ishment if the facts appear to justify it. 


Already the Jones act is having the 


effect of curtailing the activities of 
rumrunners and bootleggers; likewise 
illegal liquor and beer manufacture. 
Heretofore the penalties on bootleg- 
gers have been almost the equivalent 
of a license fee, and have failed to re- 
strict that business in the slightest de- 
gree; rather, they have-encouraged it. 
The Jones law promises to change the 
situation. 


If the supply of unlawful liquor can 


be controlled at its sources, it will be 
accomplished under this law. The act 
is not aimed at private citizens who 
evade or violate prohibition in a small 
way solely for their own use. 
It will 


never be invoked against such offend- 
ers. It is simply putting teeth into'the 
18th amendment in its major aspects. 
That, we have always contended, was 
not only the duty of the government, 


• but was wholly indispensable if 
we 


were to have anything approaching a 
fair test of prohibition. 


The Jones law does not involve the 


validity of cither the wet or dry con- 
tention. It is designed to give 
effect 


1 to the constitution and is a thrust at 


lawlessness and contempt for the con- 
stitution. It has everything to com- 
mend it. If prohibition is illogical and 
cannot be made to work, the best way 
to show it and convert the people to 
that opinion is to give them a period of 
enforcement that amounts to sonic- 


, thing and that at least" compels respect 


for the organic law of the njtion and 
its statutes.

Sixty-two years ago today the Russian min- 


ister at Washington received a cablegram from 
his government 
approving the United States' 


offer of $7.200.000 in gold for tho purchase of 
\laska. 


Secretary of State Seward had made the "offer 


a few days before/subject to the president's ap- 
proval, and provided that the cession be "free 
and 
unencumbered by any reservations, priv- 


ileges, franchises, grants, or possessions by any 
associated companies, whether corporate or jn- 
corporate, Russian or any other." 


The day following receipt of the cablegram, 


Seward and tho Russian minister sJcned the 
treaty of purchase without further negotiations. 
In May, the Senate ratified it. and on June 20 
the president issued tho customary proclama- 
tion. 


Alaska has proved itself to be one of the most

THE LONELY CHILD 


A reader asks for my advice and 


opinion as to whether It is wrong to 
have only one child. Does such a 
child grow up selfish and- will she 
really miss a sister or brother? The 
reader knows 
of many 
families 


where tho children are continually 
quarrelling (even after they have 
rown up and marled), and 
some- 


time^ brothers and sisters become 
hitter enemies. 


I- should not say it is wrong ' to 


have only one child. It' is -ratfier uu-, 
fortunate, for the> child, as -a rule. 
In ma"hy instances this is due to 
wjiat physicians call one-child ster 
ility; infection of the mother proves 
so destructive after the birth-of the 
child that sterility is the result. 


In other instances where t^here is 


but. one child the trouble is a wrong 
attitude or bad psychology, acting 
upon an undeveloped or more often 
a' distorted parental instinct. The 
birth of the baby is attended with 
such tremendous dangers, self-denial 
and so on, that the feeble maternal 
instinct is exhausted and the child, 
if it survives, is doomed to be an 
only child. I believe this sickly, mor-

due to the disgraceful neglect of the 
whole sacred subject of parenthood 
in our public educational system. 
Even today boys And girls 
are 


taught the elementary truths about 
this sacred matter only in a few 
exceptional schools. Ignorance, and 
viciousncss, seem to-be insuperable 
obstacles in the way of all efforts to- 
ward reform of this shameful weak- 
ness in the educational system. 


Another factor in the one-child 


business is likewise rooted in the 
grave defect in education. This is the 
argument that another baby will be 
too expensive for the young couple 
to care for "jubt now." That is a 
very corrimon argument, and a very 
sorry one, indeed. To my mind any- 
body — anybody — who pretends he 
or she c.m"t afford to have another 
child is just a plain liar and nothim; 
else. What he or she means is that 
another child will call for more sell- 
denial. But how can any father or 
mother take such a selfish, coward- 
ly, contemptible attitude? It is im- 
possible — and hence the lie. 


The only child is not necessarily 


spoiled. But as life is. I reckon par- 
ents would have to be angels to 
bring up an only child unspoiled. 


That quarrelling between brothers 


and sisters, the correspondent men- 
tions, why, bless you, ma'am, that's 
what bavcb 'cm from spoiling. It is 
a great thing for any child to have 
one, or better several brothers or 
::istcrs to share everything with and 
to quarrel with, too. 


I don't wtnt to say anything un- 


kind about the only child or about 
the parents of the only child, but I 
do earnestly commend to the parents 
of the only child the careful consid- 
eration of adoption, if necessary, to 
get a buffer for the lone bimbo. An 
adopted krollicr or sister may not be 
so desirable or essential for an older 
child, but for the^ lone child under 
the age of s>cvcn years a store sister 
or brother is a wonderful boon, if 
he can't have a home grown one.

Most people either consciously or 


unconsciously are always arguing 
with the end of the column. Every 
experienced newspaper man kno«s 
this. 
Everybody—literally 
every- 


body—objects to having his artic-le 
cut. When there are only two col- 
umns of space and ten articles to fill 
them, the authors of each of the 
ten sees no reason why the other 
nine should not be omitted and his 
placed as written. 


Unfortunately you can't success- 


fully argue with the end of a col- 
umn. It is there and it must be re- 
spected whether you like it or not. 


Tho same idea carries over into 


the land of books. Almost all writ- 
ers are almost all the time, arguir.g 
with the end of the column^Which 
is another \\ay of saying that al- 
most all books are too long. Tlioy 
are too long for their own good ai.d 
they fail to get read because of their 
length. The author thinks that his 
stuff is so important that it sho-ild 
be given plenty of space and per- 
haps it is very important. But just 
as every article in a newspaper is 
in competition with every other ar- 
ticle, so every book is in competition 
with every other book.

one 


that looks easiest and most attrac- 
tive and that is reasonably brief is 
likely to \\m out, all other things be- 
ing equal.

last year 489.10S merit badges in 


scientific, vocational and general sub- 
jects, the greatest number eyer is- 
sued In one year since the founding 
of the Boy Scouts of America, were 
awarded to boy scouts, according to 
a report of Dr. James K. West, chief 
scout executive, received here by M. 
G. Clark, valley scout executive. 


To qualify for a merit badge in 


any given 
subject a scout 
must 


prove his eilicieucy uy pa&aiuK uii 
examination arranged by the com- 
mittee on badges. 
He also must 


hav© a working knowledge of each 
of the subjects - studied. 


The purpose of the merit badge 


program is to give every boy scout 
an opportunity to obtain a working 
knowleds* of. the different 
trades, 


vocations and professionals, so that 
he may choose one of them as his 
life work.N Other subjects for which 
merit badges are given develop a boy 
physically and mentally. 


There were SS .subjects in which 


a scout might have earned a merit 
badge during the past year, accord- 
ing to Dr. AVest. At present two 
new ones have been added, the read- 
ing merit badge and one m landscape 
gardening which brings the total to 
90. Craftsmanship badges 
which 


boys obtain for work in basketry, 
bookbinding, cement work, leather- 
craft, metal work, pottery making, 
wood work and woodcarving, appeal- 
ed most to the boy, collectively. 


In these subjects 
65,919 badges 


were issued. The study of'fireman- 
ship too appealed to many boys and 
36,264 awards were made in 'this 
subject. 
Next were the personal 


health and public health badges, 28.- 
046 and 18,802 
respectively being 


awarded. 


"The progress made in water acti- 


vities is evidenced by the fact that 
17,463 scouts were awarded badges 
for exceptional proficiency in swim- 
ming and an additional 9,413 badges 
for life saving. The life saving merit 
badge is given only to those who 
prove that they are adequately pre- 
pared to save the lives of drowning 
persons," Dr. "West said in his re- 
port. 


The arts, too, attracted the atten- 


tion of many-scouts and 1,934 badges 
were given in art, 6,876 in music, 
3.S54 in painting, 1,651 in wood carv- 
ingand 9,051, in carving.

It is not likely than an aggressive 
attitude in economic matters would 
be pursued by the United States in 
the face of an off ended "public opin- 
ion in a neighboring country. 


There is already talk-in Canada of 


possible 
reprisals in the United 


States in the event of excessive tar- 
iffs being imposed against Canada 
Perhaps the most significant state- 
ment that has come on this subject 
is an extract from the speech of Sir 
Herbert Holt, president of the Royal 
Bank of Canada, in t. Idressing the 
annual meeting of the shareholders 
of the bank. His institution is one 
of the largest in the world and is 
intimately identified with the eco- 
nomic fortunes of Canada and her 
governmental structure. He said: 
' CANADIAN BANKER SPEAKS 


"The outstanding question of our 


rthtional economic policies is the 
trade relationship between Canada 
and the United States. No country 
imports more goods from a single 
market 
than Canada imports from 


that country. The value of these im- 
ports''during the 12 months ending 
Sept. 80. 1928. aggregated $790,000,- 
000 a total of more than $300.000.000 
in excess of Canadian sales to that 
market during the same period. Such 
an unbalanced trade relationship is 
injurious to the national^wclfare of 
this country. 


"In spite of the fact that the pres- 


ent trade relationship between the 
two countries is disproportionately 
favorable to the United States there 
' is active discussion of further tariff 
increases that seem liknly to shut 
out the few competitive itemsj which 
Canadians now sell there. 


"If further handicaps are placed 


on the exports of Canada to the 
United States, it will be imperative 
fpr Canadians to seek more favorable 
trade agreements with other nations 
and to change the present relation- 
ship by the application of measures 
for their own protection. As a last 
resort it may be necessary to meet 
this situation 
by direct tariff in- 


creases and granting- further prefer- 
ence to Great Britain and to most- 
favored-nations. This is 
1- not a state- 


ment in favor of exhorbitant tariffs. 
I am not suggesting tariff which will 
increase the cost of living in Can- 
ada but rather such measures as will 
permit t'.--* continued gross of Can- 
adian'production nad stimulate trade 
relationships with those countries 
who are willing1 to buy agricultural 
and other products from this country 
on terms 
which 
will permit the 


maintennace of a reasonable and 
stable prosperity." 


From the foregoing it will be seen 


that relations with Canada are be- 
coming of increasing importance an<l ; 
that with grievances on immigration ! 
difficulties on the border and with i 
the St. Lawrence waterways project j 
in the offing, a spirit of co-operation I 
will unquestionably be suggested by 
the leading men of both countries In 
order to preserve the neighborly feel- 


. Ing that has existed in the past. And 


that is why the I'm Alone incident 
comes at an inopportune time and 
may revive the whole question of 
comity as between the two countries 
with the implication that Canada is 
a vital factor in the policing of the I 
international border 'nnd that a! 
friendly public opinion in that coun- 
try can do more to prevent smug- 
gling than the literal clauses of ex- 
isting treaties.

The latest sensational cases have 


'stirred up a heated 
argument in 


this wet metropolis, with the wets 
denouncing the "outrages" and the 
drys justifying them and indicating: 
that more will follow If neccsssary. 


The bulwark from which the drys 


are shooting is the Carroll case de- 
cision on March 2, 1925, in which 
the United States supreme court, by 
a vote of 7 to 2, reversed the unani- 
mous opinion of the same court as 
recorded Feb. 28, 1921. and found 
that federal officers may stop and 
search oiiy person, boat or vehicle, 
by force if necessary, if they have 
"reasonable cause 
to believe" that 


liquor is beinjj transported and that 
they do not require a search war- 
rant. Such action was found to be in 
voilation of the fourth amendment. 


Chief Justice Taft, in his finding

OIL PLANS STILL 


INDEFINITE OVER 


LIMITING OUTPUT 


New Program of Production 


Equal to That of 1928 
Starts April 1

New York — Flans by which the 


petroleum Industry proposes to lim- 
it production In -1929 to the amount 
produced in 1928 still are indefinite, 
although the plan is supposed to be- 
come effective April 1. 


The* volume produced In 1928 was 


1,897.816,793 barrels. Even that was 
far too high to put the Industry on 
a thoroughly sound footing. Efforts 
were made In that year to secure 
curtailment and 
while they were 


partially successful, the result was 
not entirely conclusive. 


So far this year oil production has 


been about 200,00 barrels a day in 
excess of the 
average 
for 1928, 


when-daily production was 2,453,051. 
The oil men who met to formulate a 
plan to restrict oil production repre- 
sent, perhaps, between 75 and 80 
per cent of the 
production of the 


western-hemisphere. Their action Js 
of undoubted value and should have 
a far-reaching effect on the position 
of the industry. 
Much of the curtailment, It Is' ad- 
mitted, must be by voluntary action. 
The men who 
have agreed to take 


this action represent the largest pro- 
ducers but they do not represent the 
entire industry. It is true that some 
states have laws which operae to re- 
strict production and conserve de- 
posits, but in general the agreement 
reached here is like an amendment 
to the constitution without an en- 
abling act. 


TASK IS DIFFICULT 


This difficulty 
is merely tempo- 


rary, many well Informed men be- 
.Jieve. 
They feel that with the en- 


thusiastic cooperation indicated at 
the meeting here, the district com- 
mittees will be 
able to work out 


measures which will make restric- 
tion effective and restore the indus- 
try to a sound basis. They agree, 
however, that, the 
task is not a 


light one. 


It is worthy of note that even In 


1928 production was held to the lev- 
el indicated above only through the 
shutting in of a huge quantity of oil. 
'The position 
in California, which 


has a broad bearing 
on prices in 


other districts of the country, is ev- 
idence of that fact. In California the 
.production even in 1928 showed a 
gain of 5,167 barrels-in average pro- 
duction. An average of 116,552 bar- 
rels a day was shut-In in California 
In 1928. In addition 42% billion feet 
of natural gas was pinched back, 
stores In partially exhausted gas de- 
posits or Injected into partially "ex- 
hausted oil sands. 


A somewhat similar condition ex- 


ists in other fields. There Is a big 
tonnage shut-in 
In the Seminole 


field. The same is truo of some parts 
of the Texas,'Louisiana 
and the 


West Texas districts and elsewhere. 


The season of heaviest demand _is 


now at hand for gasoline and this 
will aid In reduction of stocks. The 
policy of restriction with regard to 
cases on public lands announced by 
President Hoover may have some 
effect on exploitation. 
Prices 
for 


both crude and gasoline has slack- 
ened off since the first of the year 
but they still are better than they, 
were- a year ago. 


Only the western 
hemisphere Is 


Involved in the agreement for re- 
striction reached here but the re- 
maining world 
production Is not 


such as materially to weaken or af- 
fett the domestic market. 
-Moreover it is believed to be only 
a matter of a brief time until the 
scope of agreement 
is made world- 


wide

1 HELP 


RECOMMENDED IN 


FOREST PROGRAM 


Cooperation Between Coun- 


ty Units and State Favored 
by Committee 


Madison —W)— Counties are the 


chief governmental 
units 
around 


which Wisconsin's public forestry 
program must be bulk, the legis- 
lature's Interim committee on fores- 
:y declares in its report to theJSen- 
ite and Assembly. 


For that reason the committee rec- 


ommends adoption of a plan under 
which the state conservation com- 
mislon will work with county author- 
ties on forestry projects just as the 


with them on road matters: 


To encourage the forestry program 


of local communities, the committee 
recommends several minor changes 
in the forest crop* law 
of 1927. 


Among them Is a thange to permit 
the entry of county and commun- 
ity forests without payment of a 
10 cent acreage tax. Since the law 
was enacted, HO.OOO acres have been 
entered under its provisions. 


Because it believes the time will 


soon arrive when the output of the 
present state forest nursery will be 
nadequate, the committee suggests 
:he need of an additional nursery in 
the southern part of the state. 


The value of the land economic 


survey conducted in northern Wis- 
consin is recognized by the commit- 
.ee, which suggests It be supplement- 
ed with less detailed but more rapid 
surveys of the type carried on by 
Marinette county. 


As a partial solution of the tax 


delinquency problem, the committee 
urges that counties be accorded 'the 
right to set aside abandoned farm 
areas as forest and recreation zones, 
and be empowered to control the 
construction of more roads 
and 


schools. 


As an aid to Isolated settlers who 


wish to move into agricultural zones, 
the comittee recommends that jcoun- 
ties have clear title to the lanil they 
offer in exchange. To that end it 
urges amendment of the law so coun- 
lies can take tax title to land which 
has been two-years delinquent, in- 
stead of three years, as at present. 


Since the present trends of agri- 


culture are against the possibility of 
absorbing into farms the two and 
one-half million acres of tax delin- 
quent land in the state's 17 northern 
counties, the committee finds the 
chief solution of the Idle land prob- 
lem lies in growing timber on this 
area by both private 
and public 


agencies. 


In view of the fact that there are

in'the state some 18 million acres 
of land which need forest manage- 
ment, the committee believes the 
federal government should be en- 
couraged to establish national for- 
ests in Wisconsin, and does not feel 
that a half-million .acres devoted to 
such use would be too large. 


Twenty public' hearings through- 


out the state were held by the com- 
mittee, whose chairman is Senator 
George W. Blanchard, Edgerton. 


It found that the forests of the 


state, which originally covered 30 
million acres, or-64 per cent oi u>e 
entire area, have been reduced to 
18 million acres, of which only 2 mil- 
lion acres support timber of com- 
mercial value. 
The lumber industry of Wisconsin 


reached its peak in 19QO with a lum- 
ber cut of three and one-half billion 
board feet. In 1927 the cut had drop- 
ped to 800 million feet, or less than 
one-fourth of the high mark of 1900. 
The committee estimates that at the 
present rate of cutting the timber 
resources of the state would not last 
more than <12 years, exclusive of new 
growth. 


Depleted as the timber resources 


arc .today, they represent substantial 
part of the state's wealth. Aside 
from the assessed valuation of the 
timber lands, the value of wood-us- 
ing plants totals more than 400 
million dollars, and these plants em- 
ploy 100,000 people. 
No matter how much reforestation 
ork is done, the comittee says, the 


key to the forestry problem still lies 
in fire prevention, and without ef- 
fective protection from fire, all other 
measures are doomed to failure. 


The forestry situation, unless it Is 


met immediately and squarely, the 
committee reports, threatens the wel- 
fare of the people of the state. The 
people, it finds, are keenly concerned 
over the future of the state's forests, 
and the state is now entering upon 
a new constructive phase of conser- 
vation. 
In 1903, according to the commit- 


tee, "Wisconsin led all other states In 
forest conservation, but In 1915 this 
work suffered a setback, which con- 
tinued until the ^adoption of a con- 
stitutional amendment in 1924.

Washington —(At— Counting In- 


dians may sound like a simple occu- 
pation, but Miss Rachel Jenss, who 
has tagged 50,000 Xavajos for their 
great white father in Washington, 
found there was a trick in It. 


She just has completed a census 


of the chiefs, medicine men, squaws, 
papooses—all the Indians on the 
Navajo reservation - in 
northern 


Arizona. Utah, Colorado and Xctv 
Mexico—for the Indian 
bureau of 


the interior department. 


"When I started," she said, "I 


walked miles and miles on roads 
along the canyons and—I couldn't 
find an Indian! I had white guides. 


"Then I thought of getting 
an 


Indian guide and when I did I 
found that previously I had been 
walking past and over Indians all 
the time. The Navajo guides took 
me down the canyons and into the 
recesses of the hills, and there wo 
found large groups whose presence 
could not even be suspected from the 
upper trails." 


The census was made in the ab- 


sence of birth certificates 
in 
the 


tribe. The Navajo reservation con- 
tains vast stores of undeveloped 
wealth, and the Indian bureau want- 
ed to establish rolls of the tribe in

X. VY.. to 
allow them to pick up the WEXR 
programs on the broadcast channel 
and latter to join in the short wave 
rebroadcasting experiments, he de- 
clared. 


Plans devised for the short wave 


rebroadcasting can be tested only 
in actual practice, said Mr. Hogan. 
Because of the extreme amount of 
fading' in the short wave spectrum 
it is planned to employ 
conjoint 


transmission of the programs on sev- 
eral frequencies, so that the losses 
of signal strength on any of/the fre- 
quencies will be made -up. Another 
plan is to use a group'"of receiving 
aerials so the constant signals will 
be picked up along •with the poorer 
ones. A third plan is to send the 
signals in three different phases so 
that they will not be received simul- 
taneously. These plans will be used 
singly or in combination 
and by 


their use it is hoped that service 
of rebroadcasting will be developed.

Good Trout Fishing Is 


Found In Popple River 


Among numerous requests receiv- 


ed last week from out-of-the-state 
fishermen for advice on where to go. 
was one from a man living in Elgin. 
111. He asked for directions to some 
.ocality where he can get trout fish- 
ing: also, fly fishing for black bass. 
He asked specifically in regard to the 
waters around Goodman. 


Xow that the trout season Is but 


five weeks off, my readers may be 
interested In the dope given my cor- 
respondent. I wrote him that the best 
trout stream of any size around 
Goodman was the Popple river. To 
set to what I believe to bo the best 
spot he should drive on from Good- 
man to Fence, and thence five miles 
north to the stream. It can be reach- 


fishing I do not know where better 
results can be had than at the place 
I designated. 


This is essentially an 
"early" 


stream: and being such, more fish 
will be taken by using worms, pre- 
pared minnows or such underwater. 
artificial baits on which the trout 
feed greedily during that stage* of 
their transformation. It must be al- 
lowed to sink and float slowly along 
the bottom. In other words, if you 
hope to interest a wary .trout, you 
must imitato nature as closely as 
possible.- 


The Popple can be fished from the 


first -bridge you hit 
after leaving 


Fence; or you can on up to Hed- 
mark's farm and there fish the mea- 
dows below his place, or above from 
Podunk dam down to where Kiley's 
creek enters. The fish run good size 
but to get them the stream must be 
fished early. 


As to fly fishing for bass, I wrote 


him that there are waters around 
Crandon where these scrappers will 
take the surface lures, but it was a 
difficult proposition to point out a 
place for him, a man totally unac- 


quainted, with the region, where he 
would meet with the success I felt 
he ex;>cctcd. For that reason I ad- 
vise him to vNit Hcco lake. This body 
of water lies about four miles north 
from Manitowjsli. I.arse art-as of wa- 
ter llllles ami other cauatic vegeta- 
tion abouml ar.d the bass arc Uecr. 
surface fevers. 


My correspondent, not knowing the 


open seasons of Wisconsin will have 
to defer his bays fuOjinc. however, tin- 
til June 20. A:ul )C he makes tho trip 
at any timo after that date, he also 
will do better to arrange for a dif- 
ferent locality, sueli as tho Pine riv- 
er, for his trout fishing. The Pino is 
an excellent trout Mrcam but should 
be fished later in tho season 
when 


time a boat can bo used with excel- 
lent results, ami the trout -will read- 
ily take cither dry or \vct flies.

nished it again is open for inspection from

Sat- 


tirday, March 30, to Friday, April 12. All the 
information that has been gained in this venture 
inJiomebuildins is available to prospective build- 


ers, for it was the purpose of the Post-Crescent 
to gain experience that can be passed along to its 
readers. 


The builders did not include in it anything they 


believed was not required by our climatic con- 
ditions and the comfort of the occupants, but 
they did include everything they believed should 
be in a house that must withstand the rigors of 
Wisconsin weather and will make living in the 
house a perpetual pleasure. 


A great deal of attention was devoted to de- 


signing the house so it would take full advantage 
of "the' building site for it and to 
arrange the 


rooms to make for comfort and elimination of 
waste space. 


After the building was designed the building 


'materials were selected for their inherent beauty 
and for their resistance to "Wisconsin climatic 
conditions. 
Experience has shown that winters 


are cold and summers are hot in "Wisconsin and 
to insure a warm house in the winter and a cool 
place in the summer the building was thoroughly 
insulated with materials whose efficiency has been 
amply demonstrated. 


The Post-Crescent did not forget that there 


is no economy in using perishable materials in 
home construction because their original cost 
might be less than permanent materials. It re- 
alized that the home builder is more interested 
in the ultimate cost of his dwelling than in its 
first cost and for that reason it built of materials 
that are almost impervious to weather and cli- 
matic changes. This policy was followed through- 
nt, from the basement foundations to the slate 
roof, copper flashings and brass plumbing pipes. 


The selection of fixtures and furnishings was 


based on the same" policy of showing the puT>Hc 
how a modern home can make for comfortable 
living. The fixtures were selected for their util- 
ity and because it was believed they are essen- 
tial to a modernly equipped home. 


The builders did not fail to recognize that 


beauty is as desirable as utility in the modern 
home and every effort was made to harmonize 
these two demands with the result that the Model 
Home not only assures comfort from the stand- 
point of its conveniences but it is truly beautiful 
without being ornate. 
Selection of "colors for 


walls and fixtures so that there will be harmony 
throughout the house without monotony is not 
an easy task. It is a work for experts and the 
Post-Crescent home is a demonstration of how 
well this can be done. 


The visitor will be impressed with the atten- 


tion that has been given to detail in the Model 
Home. Many of the troubles which haunt home

1921.

Cement played a fundamental part 


In construction of the Model Home, 
approximately 500 barrels or two and 
one-half carloads of Tetoskey Port- 
land cement going in the building.

Tests have proved Hay- 
dite building units to be without peer 
for fire resistance, insulation value 
and for strength. 


Petoskey cement also is unusually 


fast setting, and there was little de- 
lay in construction of the Post-Cres- 
cent home to wait for concrete to 
set and harden. 


Petoskey cement is manufactured 


from lime stone and shale rock and 
the principal plant is located in Pe- 
toskey, -Mich. It is sold in Apple- 
ton bj the Hettinger LumberNCo. 


The first floor is made of concrete 


exclusively. All the engineering de- 
tails were worked out by the Con- 
crete Engineering Co. of Omaha, Neb. 
This firm also furnished the steel 
forms and set them in place, made 
possible through its- Meyer service 
•which takes care of all engineering 
details so that concrete floors can 
be built in any home even if the 
general contractor has no experience 
•with this type of floor.

durability and stability to the home 
impossible with ordinary wood con- 
struction. Because of its tremendous 
weight the floor is entirely free from 
vibration and concrete has the fac- 
ulty of being almost soundproof. 


It endows the Model Home with a 


number of practical as well as lux- 
urious advantages. 
It .nakes the 


home fire proof. Impervious to rats, 
mice, and other purveyors of disease, 
making it as sanitary as it is fire re- 
sisting. Concrete floors tend to pre- 
vent either the admission or accumu- 
lation of things dangerous to health, 
many of \\hich protected habitat in 
the recesses of the ordinary house. 


The low heat conductivity of con- 


crete which makes it such an admir- 
able fire resisting material also re- 
tards the entrance of cold. When 
properly made, it is devoid of cracks 
and imperfect joinings, Settlement of 
walls, so common in 
buildings of 


wood, is not apt to occur. A con- 
crete house is cool in summer and 
warm in \\inter. 


In the matter of durability, con- 


crete, like the Hajdite building units, 
California stucco, and plaster in the 
home, improves with age. Its known 
life runs into hundreds of 
years.
